‘Bird Sancturies,’’ and 
which adds to the charm of 
the entire community. 

According to a release 
of the Southwide Forest 
Education Board, organized 
in 1939, of the Southern 
States Forestfire Commis- 
sion of Birmingham, they 
have experimented with 
foods and_ bird 
baths to determine the best 
ways to increase the numbe1 
of feathered visitors in 
home yards. Recently they 
obtained chunks of fat meat 
from the local market, and 
have noted that it is a favo- 
rite food, especially in cold 
jweather. They report this
